AB • PURPOSE :To obtain a tablet detergent having a sufficient tablet 

strength for trajisfer and trajisportation ajid capable of being rapidly 
dissolved in water to express a washing force, when put in the water 
- CONSTITUTION: The method for producing the tablet detergent conposition 
coaprises honogeneously nixing an anionic surfactant and/or a nonionic 
surfactant in an anount of 5-50wtJ based on the final conposition 
With other detergent conponents and >=20wt.^ of water, granulating the 
nixture into (A) surfactant-containing granules, nixing (A) the 
obtained surfactant-containing granules with (B) a granular 
dissolution-accelerating agent having a solubility of >=20g/l00iil in 
water at 0 deg.C and having an average naxinua granule dianeter of 
>=300iui, and subsequent!/ tableting the nixture.
